NATURE'S “ SOULLESS

The 
German : medical. profession _ was 
agitating for.-the "|.Government 
to protect the health of the people 
by “restricting the activity of the 
quacks. Neither the’ spread. of 
education nor the development of 
medical science seemed to influence 
| the. popularity: of -quackery al-

There is a considerable. amount

while the medical: profession has 
- become more scientific and more

“ORTEGA” PASSES INTO 
. MARITIME HISTORY. . 


A P.S.N. FAVOURITE. . 


Although they are not nearly as 
large as many of the. liners sailing 
out of Liverpool, there is always o 
personality about the Pacific Steain 
Navigation steamers which, coupled 


the firm, makes them particularly 
interesting to Merseysiders, says a 
flome journsl- And, within the 
last. quarter of a century there have 
been few built that have been 
popular as the old Ortega, which 
has just-gone to the scrappers. 

In 1905 the company statted 5

Shipping’ Companies have been 
auffering lately from an epidemicuot 
store thefts, In. this interesting 
article Capt. Kaye Charterson ex-. 
plains why greater precautions are 
now being taken at the ports, and 


disclosea some recent hauls by raid-; 


ing crooka:— ” 

It is only a very small percentage 
of the travellers arriving in Great 
Britain who are aware of the dan- 
ger that their personal belongings, 
are in on steamers arriving in 
‘British ports, owing to the numer- 
ous dock thefts t have been 
taking place during the past few 
years. ce : 

One example of this ia‘shown in 
relating the story of o vesse] which 
atrived in one of our ports some 
time ago.
